(b) determining whether the candidate compound binds to the polypeptide or cell, 
wherein binding to the polypeptide or cell is an indication that the candidate compound is a 
potential ligand for the polypeptide. 

9. (Withdrawn - currently amended) A method for identifying a potential agonist for the 
polypeptide of claim 21 claim 31 , wherein the method comprises: 

(a) contacting a candidate compound with a cell expressing the polypeptide; and 
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(b) determining whether the candidate compound induces the polypeptide to generate an 
ITIM signal activity, wherein the activity is an indication that the candidate compound is a 
potential agonist for the polypeptide. 

10. (Withdrawn - currently amended) A method for identifying a potential antagonist 
for the polypeptide of claim 21 claim 31 , wherein the method comprises: 

(a) contacting a candidate compound with a cell expressing the polypeptide; and 

(b) determining whether an ITIM signal activity is reduced as compared with the activity 
in the absence of the candidate compound, wherein a reduction in activity is an indication that 
the candidate compound is a potential antagonist for the polypeptide.

31. (Previously presented) An isolated polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence 
of any one of SEQ ID NOs: 2, 4, and 6. 

32. (Withdrawn) The polypeptide of claim 31, wherein the polypeptide comprises the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. 

33. (Withdrawn) The polypeptide of claim 3 1 , wherein the polypeptide consists of the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. 

34. (Previously presented) The polypeptide of claim 3 1 , wherein the polypeptide 
comprises the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 4.
